This evening our readers will observe by the bill on the 
other side, another foreign Opera is to be produced here, the music of 
mwhich though familiar to the English public, bas never yet been given 
mcomplete in an English dress ; from the talent engaged, and the style 
in which other imported Operas, have been given by this Company we 
manticipate, to-night, a high treat. 


King’s Theatre. 
In consequence of the mourning, this splendid house presented on 
Saturday night but a sombre appearance, and we could not help ob- 
mserving the increase of visitors to the pit, who betrayed their ignorance 
mof what was due to the society they have not often the opportunity 
mof coming under the same roof with, by popping on their hats the 
m@moment the curtain fell; the pit audience, was it must be confessed, on 
mSaturday more numerous than select. The Opera was Don Giovanni ; 
Madame Lalande was Donna .4nna, and sang very tastefully. Blasis 
jas Zerlina was highly successful, and obtained more than one encore; 
Donzelli’s Don Giovanni, though it wanted the spirited voluptuousness 
mwhich seems to have vanished with Ambrogetti was, as far as masic 
goes, excellent. 


Curioni too was in fine voice ; and Lablache, both in acting and sing- 
ing, was an_inimitable Leporello ; his comedy has a quiet richness 
abont it totally free from the ordinary grimace of the [talian stage. 
m The concluding scene was ill managed, the devils pursued the Den 
around the stage until he vanished at the wing: the infernal deities 
pursued, apparently without success, as they did not drag back Gio- 
vonni to his deserved punishment, a want of retributive justice which 
the audience resented by hissing at the fall of the curtain. The Ballet 
of Masaniello concluded ; everybody missed the divine Taglioni. 


We published, a few days since, part of a letter from Mr. Wood, ani- 
madverting, in very severe terms, on the conduct of Mr. Westmacott, 
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Editor of The Age, to whieh that gentleman, in Sunday’s paper, puts 
forth a very long reply, much too long for insertion in our pages ; we 
feel it is but justice to Mr. Westmacott, though we do not approve 
of the very abusive style of his remarks, to state that he positively 
denies most of the assertions of Mr. Wood, yet it appears even by Mr.

strand, where I am a constant visitor ;—here I find matchless cigars, exquisite 
coffee, profusion of magazines and newspapers, and elegant decorations render 
the establishment the very essence of comfort and fashion—do pop in—just wish

{ have to mention, that I’ve arranged so as to rub shoulders with my friends, 
and the fashionable world, at one or other of the Grand Leunges about town. 

Monday I visit the Diorama, in the Regent’s Park, to see the two new and 
enchanting Views—Mount St. Gothard, painted by M. Daguerre, and Rheims 
Cathedral, by M. Bouton—these chef d’e@uvres, in my opinion, surpass all for- 
mer efforts of those great masters. 

Tuesday, callin at the Royal Bazaar, 78, Oxford Street—spendidly fitted 
up and maguificently arranged—visit the British Diorama, containing four 
views, &c. by Stanfield, &c.—highly interesting, and always crowded. Lounged 
in the Physierama—consists of 14 views, from all parts of the world—the 
arrangement, in a gallery 200 feet long, are truly unique and indescribably 
beautiful—here I’m an enchanted traveller, visiting all the globe in a day. 

Wednesday [ drop in at the Exhibition of Sculpture, Old Bond Street, to view 
the figures, life size, of Tam O’Shanter, Sonter Johnny, the Landlord and the 
Landlady—delighted beyond measure—work of that self-taught artist, James 
Thom—saw Tam making love to the landlady—a rich scene—the landlord’s tip- 
sey—his legs dead drunk—pose of figures admirable—whoever has read Burns 
must see them. 

From thence, I wander to No. 15, Oxford Street, just to take a peep at Mr. 
Wilmshirst’s large Picture, in enamel, of ‘The Tournament of the Cloth of 
Gold—a most triomphanteffort, inimitable execution, astonishing labour, and 
a most admirable hit—found the Gothic Hall crowded with visitors, of the 
highest class, desirous of patronising the genius of this young artist. 

on Friday, I pop in to examine Miss Linwood’s curious Needle-Work, in 
Leicester Square. 

1 daily, between 1 and 4, qualify Mrs. Pry’s discordant notes with some har- 
mony divine, and may be found at The Apollonicon, 101, St. Martin’s Lane.— 
Meiket and Fishermen’s Chorus, from the Opera of Masaniello, enchanting ! 

I nightly lounge in the lobbies—fond of adventure—observed a beautiful 
Sylph admiring herself in my boots—t Why, Mr. Pry,” says she, ‘does a great 
actress resemble Warren’s Jet Blacking 2?’ ‘ Because she cuts ashine.’—I never 
rive it up,—but I intrude, beg pardon, your’s, PAUL PRY.
